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The  farther  north  you  go  along  the  Atlantic  coast  from  Hew  Jersey  on,  the 
more  vigorous  and  colorful  are  the  sv/eet  peas.     Gorgeous  mixtures  of  purple,  red, 
salmon,  pimi  and  white  "blooms  nod  over  garden  fences.     The  sv;eet-pea  "blossoms  seem 
to  grow  larger  and  more  fragrant  in  the  ITorth,  and  the  plants  tailor.     Some  plants 
climh  as  high  as  12  feet  in  favorahle  locations,  although  5  or  6  feet  is  the  usual 
he  ight . 

In  any  section  where  the  climate  is  moist  and  cool,  sweet  peas  do  v/ell,

They  are  at  home  along  the  shores  of  the  Great  Lakes,  on  the  moisture-laden 

crests  of  the  Appalachians,  and  all  along  the  Pacific  coast.    The  frequent  fogs 

that  make  this  area  moist  make  sweet  peas  flourish  there. 

If  you  want  a  good  showing  of  sv/eet  peas  this  season,  sov/  the  seed  as  early 

as  possihle.     The  approved  practice  where  winters  are  cold  is  to  prepare  the 

ground  in  the  fall.    But  if  you  didnH  do  so,  you  can  make  a  trench  now,  as  soon 

as  the  frost  is  out  of  the  ground.     The  trench  can  he  12  to  18  inches  deep  if  the 

soil  is  v/ell  drained.    Enrich  the  "bottom  soil  in  it  v/ith  rotted  manure  and  ground 

hone.    Plant  the  seed  in  the  trench  a"bout  3  or  4  inches  deep,  and  half  an  incii  to 

an.  inch  apart  in  the  rov/.     Cover  at  first  with  2  inches  of  earth,    '"/hen  the  peas 

are  up,  drav/  the  soil  in  around  the  plants  ^antil  the  trench  is  full.    You  v/ill 

need  supports  of  orush  or  chicken  v/ire  for  the  plants  to  clim"b  on,  so  make  space 

for  them  in  planting.     Give  clean  cultivation  and  plenty  of  v/ater.    PicK  fading 

flQwers  promptly  to  prevent  the  plants  from  going  to  seed. 
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
